For example, where experience has shown 
certain timbers, such as girders, joists, stud- 
ding and rafters, must be o£ a particular 
weight or dimension in order to insure the 
proper degree of sturdiness and rigidity, 
bur architects see to it that the specifica- 
tions, in every case, fully meet such re- 
quirements.

Detailed Description of Materials 



Framing Material 

All framing lumber carefully selected for quality, 
and strength fully meeting with the most rigid F.H.A. 
construction requirements. This material is all thor- 
oughly dry and seasoned, machine surfaced on four 
sides to standard width and thickness, accurately cut 
to fit and marked to conform with the detailed 
working plans. 

Girders 

For designs having 2 x 10" main floor joists 16" 
on centers, the girders are built up of four 2 x 8's. 
P'or all other designs the girders are built up of 
three 2 x 8's.

Construction 
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Wall and Partition Plates 

A single 2x4" plate is used at the bottom and a 
double 2 x 4" plate at the top of all walls and parti- 
tions. This forms a "Fire Stop" which prevents any 
circulation of air between the studding, thereby re- 
ducing the fire hazard and in addition, results in a 
much more substantial and better insulated home. 

Studding 

2 X 4" studding spaced 16" centers is furnished 
for all outside walls and partitions. Studs as well 
as headers are doubled around openings. Triple 
studs furnished at corners. Garage studding 24" 
centers. 

Bridging — Tie Plates 

Cross-bridging cut to fit, ready to nail in place is 
furnished for all floor joist spans. On spans up to 
14 feet a single row of bridging is furnished. On 
all spans 14 feet and over, two rows of bridging are 
furnished. 

Sheathing Lumber 

All Sheathing Lumber such as sidewall sheathing, 
roof boards, is all of an exceptionally high quality 
and strength and fully meets with F. H. A. construc- 
tion requirements. This material is all thoroughly 
dry and seasoned, surfaced to standard width and 
thickness, accurately cut to fit and marked to conform 
with the detailed working plans. 

Subflooring 

Subflooring for the entire floor surface for both first 
and second floors is furnished in sufficient quantity 
to be cut and laid diagonally. \5:fj: tarred felt is 
supplied for between the sul>flooring and the finished 
flooring.

Furring 

AH necessary furring materials are furnished as re- 
quired. This includes 2x2" materials to fur out 
partitions for soil pipe. 

Roof Shingles 

Doublecote Multi Asphalt Shingles are furnished 
for all designs. The Doul)lecote Multi shingle is a 
double duty shingle, doubly thick and doubly strong 
where shingles get the most wear. Butts have an extra 
layer of asphalt and an extra layer of fireproof 
mineral granules, which result in longer life and extra 
weather protection. Size 12" x 36", weight 210 l!>s. 
per square. Available in the following colors: Deep

For added protection a 15 lb. asphalt felt is furnished 
to be applied under the shingles. 



Sidewalls — Shakes

Sidewall PRYME-SHAKES (16") are furnished for 
the exterior sidewalls of all designs. These nationally 
known shakes are factory pre-primed, and are laid 
with a 12" exposure to the weather over undercorse 
shingles. A high quality linseed oil base stain, 
manufactured under a special scientific formula is 
furnished for application of the final coat after the 
shakes are laid. The final coat of stain can be pure 
white or any one of 20 beautiful colors available for 
your selection. Color card on request. 

Sidewalls — Siding 

1^ X 6" or 1/^x8" kiln dried Red Cedar Bevel 
Siding, with metal miters for corners, and 3 coats of 
paint, will be furnished for exterior walls in place of 
sidewall shakes and stain at the additional cost as 
quoted on price list. :^ x 10" siding can also be 
furnished if desired and the additional cost will be 
quoted on request. 

Sidewalls — Brick Veneer 

For those who prefer to have Brick or Stone Veneer 
for the exterior sidewalls, instead of Shakes or siding, 
prices are quoted on Price List for the various designs 
prepared for brick veneer which are adapted to this 
type of constuction.

Plaster Grounds 

All designs will be prepared to receive lath and 
plaster.

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Temporary Exterior Doors 

With each home we supply temporary exterior 
doors for use until the home has been plastered and 
the interior trim is being applied. 

Flower Boxes 

Complete materials, machined and ready to assem- 
ble, are furnished for flower boxes and supporting 
brackets where shown in illustration. 

Porch Columns 

All built-up porch columns furnished as shown in 
illustration. 

Ornamental Shutters 

Aluminum ornamental window shutters (prime 
coated) are furnished where shown in illustration. 
Screws are furnished for fastening to wall. Credit 
is allowed when it is desired that shutters be omitted. 

Roof and Gable Louvers 

Aluminum roof and gable louvers are furnished 
as required for proper attic ventilation. 

Finish Flooring 

Kiln-dried clear Douglas Fir or Yellow Pine finish 
flooring (our option) , evenly matched and well 
suited for a varnish finish is furnished throughout. 
Select grade Oak flooring is optional and will be 
substituted where desired at an extra cost. At the 
extra cost quoted on price list, Oak flooring will be 
furnished to cover the entire floor surface in the 
main rooms w^hich include the living and dining 
rooms, front halls, vestibules and adjoining closets. 
For those intending to use tile or linoleum in kitchen 
and bath we will upon request furnish 5/8" plywood 
in place of the finish floor at no extra charge. 

Attic Floor 

1x6" Selected Sheathing is furnished for attic 
floor when stairs to the attic are shown on the floor 
plan. Sufficient flooring is furnished for space 14 
feet wide through the center of attic. 

Interior Trim 

All door and window trim, door jambs, stops, base- 
boards and base shoe are furnished in clear, kiln- 
dried, soft-textured Arkansas Southern Pine, ma- 
chined to a satin-like finish. 

Interior Door Jambs 

The door jambs are 5i4" in width as required for 
lath and plaster. The complete sets are packaged in 
heavy Kraft paper as a protection against dust or 
dampness until they are used. When requested to 
do so we will furnish narrower jambs for wallboard 
finish. 

Door Trim 

The head casings are cut to exact length and mi- 
tered at each end. The side casings are mitered at 
one end and cut to approximate length to allow for 
fitting. The stops are cut to approximate length. A 
complete set of trim and stops for each door open- 
ing is packaged in Kraft paper as above. 

Window Trim 

The casings and stops are cut and mitered similar 
to the door trim. The stool and apron are cut to 
exact length. It is also packaged in Kraft paper,

to proper width when they are applied.) 



Stairways 

The most efficient planning and construction are 
incorporated in Liberty Stairs. The intricate work 
of stair making is all done for you by modern ma- 
chinery here in our factory. Cellar stairs as well 
as stairs to the attic are furnished complete where 
shown in plans, 

Weatherstripped Windows 

All check rail windows are equipped with the 
smooth -operating weathertight weather strip and sash 
balance. This installation provides easy fingertip sash 
control besides the protection of a complete weather- 
stripped window. 

Weatherstripped Doors 

Exterior doors are fully weatherstripped with metal 
thresholds and spring liron/e weatherstripping for 
top and sides of door. 

Clothes Closet Equipment 

Clothes closets are equipped with shelving, hook 
strips and one Extension Closet Rod in bright nickel 
finish. This heavy duty rod will not sag under weight 
of heavy clothing, the proper size rod being furnished 
for each closet. 

Finish Hardware 

Corbin Tubular locksets, wrought brass polished, 
are furnished for all interior doors. Lockset for bath- 
room door has special locking device and is finished 
chrome one side. Exterior doors leading to terrace 
or side porch have special interior locking device. 
Front door lockset is sectional handle Thumblatch 
Cylinder Type, polished cast brass or bronze. Fot 
other exterior doorj a Tubular Cylinder lockset in 
wrought brass polished is furnished. All exterior 
locksets will be keyed alike (one key fits all doors) . 
Door butts are the loose pin, button tip stvle. Ball 
bearing double action floor hinge and bevel plate 
glass push plates are furnished for swing door to 
kitchen. Sash locks in polished brass finish are fur- 
nished for all windows except bathroom windows 
which have nickel finish sash locks. 

Building Hardware 

All building hardware supplies are furnished com- 
plete as required. Common nails for all the framing 
are supplied in proper sizes and quantities. Alumi- 
num shingle nails are furnished for sidewall shakes 
and when bevel siding is used, cement coated nails 
are furnished. Galvanized shingle nails are furnished 
for applying Asphalt Shingles. All flooring nails, fin- 
ishing nails, brads, etc., are furnished in proper sizes 
and quantity. 15 # tarred felt is furnished to lay 
between subflooring and finish flooring, and between 
the sidewall slieathing and shakes or siding. 

Tinwork 

Tinwork supplies include flashings for over all 
windows and exterior doors, around chimney and 
roof dormers, also saddle for chimneys. Furnished 
in standard 28 gauge galvanized iron sheets. The 
additional cost for copper flashings will be quotetl 
on request. Eave troughs and down spouts are not 
furnished. 

Outside Painting Materials 

Highest quality Pittsburgh Paints are furnished 
for siding and all exterior woodwork. SunProof 
White Primer is furnished for the first or primer 
coat and Pittsburgh SunProof house paint for the 
second and third coats. Necessary turpentine is 
furnished. For sidewall shakes a special stain is 
furnished (See Sidewalls— Shakes) . Complete color 
card on request. 
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Finishing Interior Woodwork 

For the interior woodwork 3 methods of finishing 
are available-Natural finish-Stain finish-Enamel 
finish. For Natural finish one coat pure gum white 
shellac and one coat of Waterspar Varnish is fur- 
nished. For Stain finish, wood stain in the color 
you select and one coat of Waterspar varnish is 
furnished. For Enamel finish, Pittsburgh Waterspar 
undercoater is furnished for the first coat and your 
choice of Waterspar enamel for the final coat. 



Finishing Interior Floors 

A natural finish is recommended for interior floors. 
For this we furnish sufficient quick drying Waterspar 
Varnish for two full coats. When Oak flooring is 
used, Bruce Floor Finishing Kits are furnished, these 
Kits containing the necessary Oak filler, Bruce Floor 
Finish, Floor W^ax and the burlap needed for the 
application. 



Fireplace and Chimneys 

Although on some of the plans the location of 
fireplaces and chimneys is suggested according to our 
best judgment, we believe it best to leave the final 
decision up to the home builder himself. 1 herefore, 
the materials are not cut for fireplace, or chimney 
openings, and you may locate the chimneys where 
you prefer. If you do not want a fireplace you need 
not build it at all. No materials for fireplaces or 
chimneys are furnished (see masonry materials) .
